An old issue has been revived in 
consequence of the demand put for- 
ward by, the Nationalist ‘Govern- 
ment: in Nanking that the Customs 
surplus revenue should no longer 
wholly go to Peking, which is ac- 
cused of ‘utilising it for the purpose 
of financing its.military campaigns 
ngainst the Nationalists. It will 
be reculled that some seven . or 
eight. years ago, when the late Dr. 
Sun, Yal-sen was’ in power in 
Canton, the Southern Government 
demanded n share of the surplus, 
on--similar grounds to those now 
being put forward by Nanking, and

reuched whereby the . Central 
Government retained 86.3 per 
cent., the remainder being alloted 
to Canton. Matters continued on 
this. basis for about a couple ‘of 
yenrs, when the arrangement was 
interrupted as- the result of a 
political erisis in Canton. Follow- 
ing this, various claimants came 
forward and Jt became impossible 
to. determine between them,
